RAIDERS CLEAR OUT DOG 
CARE CENTRE SUPPLIES 

BURGLARS MADE HOLE IN 10-INCH THICK WALL TO ACCESS STOCK 


Burglars stole £8,000 of 
stock from a dog day care 
centre in Northampton after 
smashing a hole in the wall to 
break in. 

Thieves struck at Scoobys 
Doggy Day Care, in Rother- 
sthorpe Road industrial es¬ 
tate, on Sunday night and 
removed all the stock, includ¬ 
ing dog food, beds, collars and 
a large set of weighing scales. 

The theft was uncovered 
shortly before 7am on Mon¬ 
day, when owner Joanna Gib- 
bins opened up the business. 

She said it was the second 
time the centre had been tar¬ 
geted by thieves in the past 
seven months. Cash was sto¬ 
len from the centre last Octo¬ 
ber. 

Ms Gibbins said: “They 
smashed a massive hole in 
the wall, which is about 10 
inches thick, and then com¬ 
pletely cleared all our stock 
and trashed the place. 

“They must have needed 


about three vans as it was a 
huge amount of stock.” 

Ms Gibbins said she was 
insured for the losses, but 
had been forced to turn away 
many dogs who had been due 
to spend the day at the centre 
on Monday. 

She is now appealing for 
people to be on the lookout 
for any dog food or dog-related 
products that may be offered 
for sale that were stolen from 
her business.

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Tributes to councillor 
who served for 38 years

A former councillor, who 
became Mayor of Northamp¬ 
ton when all rivals simultane¬ 
ously lost their seats, will be 
remembered by ex-colleagues 
at County Hall today. 

Don Edwards, a Conservative 
who represented Duston for 
38 years in the Guildhall and 
County Hall chambers, died 
last Friday, aged 82. 

He was unexpectedly made 
Mayor of Northampton after 
three Conservative councillors 
lined up for the role were voted 
out in the 1991 elections. 

A man ‘offew wasted words’, 
he subsequently gave one of 
the shortest mayor-making 
speeches the Guildhall has ev¬ 
er seen, lasting little more than 
a minute and during which he 
promised to “uphold the good 
name of the town”. 

During the following year, 
Mr Edwards and The Who 
frontman, Roger Daltrey, 
opened The Roadmender mu¬ 
sic venue and a couple of his 
visits made news stories for 
the wrong reasons. 

He was to open new flats in 
King Richard Court, Blacky- 


more, only to have the welcome 
party become trapped in a lift 
between two floors. 

Two further funtions were 
also evacuated by police after 
bomb scares. 

Born in Wrexham, the 
grandfather-of-three, who 
leaves his wife, Nancy, loved 
rugby, especially watching the 
Saints. 

He was an engineering as¬ 


sistant with British Rail and a 
driver with a construction firm 
and was a county councillor 
until 2013. 

His son Andrew said of him: 
“He gained enormous satisfac¬ 
tion from helping Duston peo¬ 
ple.” 

A memorial service will 
be held for Mr Edwards at All 
Saints Church from 2pm on 
Friday, March 7.

A smoke detector saved the 
life of an Northampton ex¬ 
servicewoman in a kitchen 
fire, a week after the safety 
device was fitted. 

Vivienne Webb, aged 89, from 
Kingsthorpe, had the detector 
installed for free by the Royal 
British Legion under its Poppy 
Calls scheme for veterans. 

A week later the former 
WREN Air Mechanic, who is 
almost blind, accidentally left 
a tea towel on her electric hob. 

She was sleeping at the 
time, but fortunately the 
smoke alarm alerted her and 
she called the fire service 
shortly before the house was 
filled with smoke. 

Her daughter, Jackie Kitch¬ 
en, said: “Mum is quite firm 
about certain things, especial¬ 
ly when they cost money, and 
she wouldn’t get a detector. 

“When we heard about the 
free checks from the British 
Legion she was happy to go 
ahead and I’m so glad she did. 

Mrs Webb said: “I’m so 
grateful for all they’ve done. 
Poppy Calls saved my life.” 

Poppy Calls continues 
to support Mrs Webb, who 
stripped and cleaned machine 
guns and hand grenades at an 
Orkney Islands naval base in

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‘Significant’ asbestos 
found in bus station 



Greyfriars Bus Station has a ‘significant’ amount of asbestos according to 
a new report 


A ‘significant’ amount of 
asbestos has been identified 
in the Greyfriars Bus Station 
ahead of the scheduled 
demolition of the building. 

A report submitted with a 
planning application to de¬ 
molish the building states 
asbestos has been found in 
insulation panelling, cement 
panelling, fire doors and ceil¬ 
ings. 

The first phase of the dem¬ 
olition works, due to begin on 
March 31, will be to remove the 
asbestos “safely”. 

The report, written by 
Mike Kitchen, principal re¬ 
generation officer, stated the 
work would generate “tempo¬ 
rary noise, vibration and air 
quality (dust) pollution and 
nuisance. 

Mr Kitchen stated: “Noise 
will emanate from the decon¬ 
struction of the building us¬ 
ing the long-reach munchers.” 

“Further noise will be cre¬ 
ated by the crushing and sort¬ 
ing of the recovered material 
on site,” the report added. 

It is estimated there will 
be 450 lorry movements from 
the site during the demolition 
process that will be timed to 
avoid peak periods of conges¬ 
tion. The work will be carried 
out from 8am until 6pm Mon¬ 


day to Friday and 8am until 
lpm on Saturday. 

There will be an occasion, 
possibly Easter Sunday, when 
a full road closure will be re¬ 
quired to remove the bridges 
that go over Lady’s Lane and 
Greyfriars. 

The report states that the 
only permanent impact aris¬ 
ing from the demolition would 
be the loss of Greyfriars and 
associated subways. 

It stated: “Greyfriars is not 
subj ect to any specific local or 
national designation and nor 
is it regarded as contributing 
positively to the local environ¬ 
mental character or setting. 

“Whilst the probabili¬ 
ty of the identified impacts 
occurring is high, they are 
temporary in nature and the 


duration and frequency will be 
timed so as to ensure the least 
disruption to neighbouring 
uses. Detailed discussion have 
been held with Northampton¬ 
shire Highways who are taking 
a holistic approach to the town 
centre network.” 

Site hoardings will be 
erected to ensure that mem¬ 
bers of the public do not come 
into contact with the opera¬ 
tions being carried out on the 
site. There are two electrical 
generators on the site that will 
need to be removed. 

A large cable that forms 
part of the “power ring” serv¬ 
icing the town centre will also 
need to be switched off. 

The new North Gate bus 
station will open for passen¬ 
gers this Sunday. 


Feral pigeons ‘only form of wildlife’ 


Feral pigeons were the only 
form of wildlife found to be 
nesting in the Greyfriars bus 
station, according to a special¬ 
ist survey. 

Bird experts carried out a 
survey of the building to check 
for any signs of protected spe¬ 
cies, such as bats or barn owls 
nesting, but no wildlife was 
found apart from pigeons. 


It is estimated that 19,617 
tonnes of material, 96 per cent 
of the building, will be reused 
or recycled. 

A substantial quantity of 
this material, including con¬ 
crete, brick and steel, will be 
used to fill in the passenger 
subways, the passenger ac¬ 
cess to the bus bay and the 
Grosvenor Centre entrance. 


The report also states a 
46,000-litre diesel tank, five 
205-litre metal containers and 
an 800-litre anti-freeze tank 
will need to be “isolated and 
protected” during the demo¬ 
lition phase to prevent land 
contamination. 

It is expected that it will 
take 36 weeks to demolish the 
bus station.

Dog owner caused 
suffering to three pets 



LEFT SUFFERING Mark Whitney has been banned from keeping animals for 
five years after admitting causing unnecessary suffering to dogs. 


A 42 -year-old man from 
Northampton has been 
banned from keeping animals 
for five years after admitting 
four charges of causing 
unnecessary suffering to 
three dogs. 

Mark Whitney, of Melbourne 
Walk, Northampton, pleaded 
guilty at Northampton Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court to charges of 
causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to Rocky and Tyson, both 
Rottweilers, and Eddie, a cava¬ 
lier spaniel. 

Ganita Patel, prosecuting, 
said the dogs had been left at a 
scrap metal business in Clare 
Street, The Mounts, and a 
RSPCA officer was called out 
to check on their condition. 

Ms Patel said Rocky and 
Tyson were found to be in an 
emaciated state and Rocky 
was seen to collapse to the 
floor when he tried to walk. 

The RSPCA officer then 
found Eddie in a separate 
room that was covered in 
urine and faeces. 


The dogs were taken to the 
vets and Rocky’s body score 
was rated as one-and-a-half 
out of five by staff. 

Ms Patel said: “His bones 
and hips were easily visible 
and he had severe conjuncti¬ 
vitis in both eyes. 

“He was unable to stand 
and walk due to weakness in 
his legs.” 

Rocky was put to sleep but 
the other two dogs, who had to 
be treated for fleas and worms, 
have made a full recovery and 
have been rehomed by the 
RSPCA. 

The vet estimated that the 


dogs had been suffering for at 
least a week before they were 
found by the RSPCA officer on 
June n last year. 

Whitney told the RSPCA 
that he had moved out of the 
address shortly before Christ¬ 
mas but went back to feed and 
water them on a “daily basis”. 

He said he always fed them 
proper dog food. 

Whitney was given a 12- 
month community order and 
he must complete 200 hours 
of unpaid work. 

He must pay the RSPCA 
costs of £1,000 and victim sur¬ 
charge of £60.

The new bus station in North¬ 
ampton will open for business 
this Sunday and the rights and 
wrongs, theories and con¬ 
spiracies have been whirring 
round the town since the plan 
was first announced. 

The first buses leave the 
station on Sunday, after a pub¬ 
lic open day taking place this 
Saturday. 

Here, Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council and North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
answer some of the readers’ 
questions posed on the Chron¬ 
icle & Echo’s website: 

Why did we need a new bus 
station in the first place? ? 

It is not just an eyesore, 
the building cost taxpayers 
around £500,000 a year to 
maintain and some areas had 
become unsafe or dangerous 
enough to be closed. 

As you will have seen from 
pictures in previous edi¬ 
tions of the Chronicle &Echo, 
there are a large number of 
structural issues with the 
Greyfriars building. 

The concrete construc¬ 
tion allows rainfall to run 
through the building into the

car park and has forced us to 
close it when it started dam¬ 
aging vehicles. 

Poorly insulated offices 
cannot be brought up to 
modern standards, and as 
the foundations of the build¬ 
ing have shifted, there are 
large cracks and problems 
where doors cannot open 
as floors are no longer level. 
Many of these issues are be¬ 
yond repair or redesign. 

The design of the build¬ 
ing forces pedestrians to use 
long dark subways or risk 
serious injury dodging traffic 
to enter the building. 

Despite constant repairs, 
the escalators frequently 
become a barrier to people 
wanting to head off shopping 
or catch their bus. 

And anyone waiting for 
buses must stand under fluo¬ 
rescent lighting as daylight 
cannot penetrate the impos¬ 
ing walls of the building. 

Could the money for the new 
bus station have been used to 
simply refurbish the old one? 

In 2009, we commis¬ 
sioned a report to assess the 
cost of refurbishing the bus 
station. The total bill came 


to around £30 million just to 
bring it up to standard, and 
that did not include ongoing 
maintenance costs for the 
future. 

So we started to look at 
alternative sites. An inde¬ 
pendent study considered 
a number of different sites 
around Northampton and 
determined the best option 
was the former Fish Market 
site which had been aban¬ 
doned by traders and was 
being used as a temporary 
home for local artists. 

Have any councillors/ local 
politicians/civil servants 
or their friends or families 
benefited from awarding 
contracts connected with the 
new bus station? 

No. 

How did the tendering proc¬ 
ess for the bus station work? 
How many companies ten¬ 
dered for the job before Kier 
got the contract? 

A national framework 
agreement was used where 
Kier was selected from a list 
of companies that already

tendered for large projects 
and been pre-selected under 
the SCAPE contract arrange¬ 
ments. 

Kier then tendered for all 
sub-contractors and suppli¬ 
ers. 

Why were the bus companies’ 
concerns in the consultation 
dismissed? 

We don’t understand 
what is being referred to 
here. Northampton Borough 
Council and Northampton¬ 
shire County Council have 
worked closely with the bus 
companies on this project 
and met them regularly, 
meeting their requirements 
in terms of the bus bays and 
other operational details. 

The bus companies and 
the two authorities have 
joined in a partnership 
agreement regarding the 
new facilities. 

Surely the glass structure at 
the bus station could be easily 
shattered by vandals? 

No it can’t. It is construct¬ 
ed to the highest possible 
national standards to with¬ 
stand blast without shatter¬ 


ing. 

What has been the total bill, 
from the initial idea meet¬ 
ing to the first bus departing 
the station? How much will 
the total cost be for the new 
build, from start to finish, in 
comparison to repairing and 
renovating the old station? 

£7 million, which is less 
than quarter of the £30 mil¬ 
lion that we would have to 
have spent to make repairs to 
Greyfriars. 

How can the new station pos¬ 
sibly accommodate all the 
routes that come in and out 
of town? The new bus sta¬ 
tion looks much smaller than 
Greyfriars. 

The new facilities have 
been designed to cope with 
existing bus operations, with 
capacity to handle any future 
planned increases in the bus 
services. 

How long is the new build¬ 
ing designed to last, before it 
needs replacing? 


The structure is designed 
to last 100 years. 

Will the new station be 
cleaned, both inside and out, 
on a regular basis? 

Yes. 

Wouldn’t a combined train/ 
bus station have been much 
better, practical and cheaper? 

The idea was considered, 
but it was felt that the train 


station was too far from the 
town centre to be convenient 
for the majority of bus users. 

Bus companies told us 
that most passengers wanted 
to be dropped off as close to 
the town centre as possible. 

We were also told that 
there is limited demand from 
train passengers to be able to 
get straight on to a bus. 

Why was all that money spent 
on fairy lights on the new bus 


station over Christmas? 

The lights were put up by 
Kier, the Borough Council 
was not involved. Kier have 
said they cost about £500. 
The lights have been donated 
by Kier to the Borough Coun¬ 
cil to use at the bus station in 
the future. 

What do the land owners of 
the current Greyfriars station 
intend to do with the land once 
it is demolished? 

The land will be cleared 
and prepared for future re¬ 
tail or development. 

Will all buses go out via the 
new bus station? 

Buses will use both the 
new bus station and the Dra¬ 
pery to pick up and drop off 
passengers. 

Won’t the new bus station’s 
glass structure make waiting 
passengers extremely warm 
during summer? 

It has been designed to 
be self-ventilating and with 
three large access doors and 
14 bus bay doors constantly 
opening and closing, air will 


circulate. 

Where did the money for the 
new station come from? 

A grant from WNDC 
(West Northamptonshire De¬ 
velopment Corporation) with 
capital funding from North¬ 
ampton Borough Council. 

Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council paid for design 
works. 

Can you justify charging 20p 
to go to the toilet? 

The income from the toi¬ 
lets will be reinvested into 
cleaning them and maintain¬ 
ing them to the current high 
standard. 

Most transport hubs 
charge for the provision of 
toilet facilities to ensure they 
can be well maintained. It 
also means they will be less 
liable to vandalism. 

Where will the National 
Express buses leave from in 
future? 

National Express buses 
will leave from Victoria 
Street in the Upper Mounts, 
next to the car park.
